Athletics 

In  the  2008-2009  season,  Lasell  College  was  host  to  13  varsity  athletic  teams 
including  Men's  Soccer,  Basketball,  Baseball,  Lacrosse,  Cross  Country,  and 
Volleyball  and  Women's  Soccer,  Basketball,  Softball,  Lacrosse,  Field  Hockey, 
Volleyball,  and  Cross  Country.  The  college  is  a  member  of  the  NCAA  Division  III, 
the  ECAC,  the  Great  Northeast  Atlajitic  Conference,  the  Pilgrim  League,  and  the 
North  East  CoUegiate  Volleyball  Association. 

The  athletic  teams  this  year  saw  9  teams  make  it  to  the  semi-final  round  of  their 
respective  conferences.  Lasell  also  had  28  student  athletes  make  it  onto  All- 
Conference  or  All-Tournament  teams. 

After  years  without  a  mascot  to  represent  the  college,  this  year  also  saw  the 
announcement  of  Lasell 's  new  mascot:  Boomer  the  Torchbearer.  Boomer  wears 
number  51,  commemorating  the  year  the  college  was  founded  and  holds  a  torch 
following  in  the  tradition  of  the  Lasers  and  light  as  a  symbol  for  Lasell.

This  building 
stands  on  the  site  of  the  original  Bragdon  Hall,  once  the  main  building  on  Lasell '  s  campus  that 
served  as  a  home  to  students  and  classroom  building  beginning  when  the  college  was  founded  in 
1851.  After  the  original  building  had  to  be  demolished  due  to  structural  issues,  the  new  Bragdon 
building  was  constructed  in  2001  and  again  named  for  the  building  that  once  stood  in  its  place. 

Butterworth  Hall 


Butterworth  Hall  was  built  at  the  same  time  as  Bragdon  and  offers  mainly  upperclassmen  suite 
style  rooms.  The  building  was  originally  named  the  Seminary  Suites.  The  name  changed  in  2006 
when  an  alumna,  Eveljm  Virginia  Suor  Butterworth  of  the  class  of  1927,  in  her  continuing 
Support  of  the  college  made  a  generous  contribution  in  order  to  "  give  back  some  of  the  benefits " 
she  received  from  Lasell  College.

Ordway  house  was  built  in  1959  and 
is  named  for  Earl  H.  Ordway.  He  was 
a  teacher,  superintendent  of 
buildings  and  grounds,  and  crew 
;t  coach.  With  all  of  his  involvement,  he 
worked  at  Lasell  from  191 1-1958.  His 
daughter  attended  Lasell,  graduating 
in  1935,  and  he  was  a  half  brother  of 
Dr.  Guy  Winslow,  for  who  Winslow 
Hall  is  named. 


ISaunders  House 

Saunders  House  was  once  named 
Converse  House,  but  is  now  named  for 
Helen  Saunders,  class  of  1917,  who 
was  also  once  a  trustee  for  the  college. 


33Karandon  Hall 
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Karandon  House  was  named  for  Dr.  Bragdon's 
/  ^  wife  Kate  Ransom  Bragdon.  The  name  takes  the 
^  first  two  letters  of  her  first  name,  first  three 
,  letters  of  her  middle  name,  and  last  three 
letters  of  her  last  name  to  form  Karandon.  This 
house  was  once  home  to  Dr.  Guy  Winslow,  his 
wife  and  four  children  from  1898-1942.

Keever  House 


Keever  House  is  a  community  service 
house,  offering  service  opportunities  to 
students  who  reside  there.  The  house  is 
named  for  Dr.  Henry  Keever,  once  the 
college  physician. 

Gardener  House  was  named  for  Elizabeth 
Gardener  Bouguereau,  class  of  1856,  and  a 
world  renewed  painter.  Her  painting  The 
Judgement  of  Paris  now  hang  in  Yamawaki 
Arts  and  Cultural  Center 
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Mott  House  is  named  for  Ruth  Rawlings 
Mott  of  the  class  of  1921.  This  house  was 
once  named  Berkley  House  and  was  once 
home  to  the  college's  treasurer.  Now  the 
house  overlooks  Taylor  Field  giving 
residents  a  chance  to  watch  the  games  going 
on  during  the  season 

Hoag  House 


Hoag  House  is  named  after  a  beloved  English 
teacher  at  Lasell  who  taught  here  for  37  years, 
Elinor  Hoag.
